It’s  a  new  year,  a  new  dawn,  a  new  beginning,  and  another  chance  to  get  one's 
collecting  interests  in  order.  (Or  at  least  I  hope  so!) 

I’ve  reevaluated  my  priorities  on  how  to  add  to  my  collection  and  on  how  MUCH 
to  spend  on  my  art  bar  collection.  I’ve  always  had  a  ceiling  on  what  I  would 
spend  on  an  art  bar  that  I  wanted  to  add  to  my  collection,  so  in  the  past  I’ve 
passed  on  a  number  of  bars  I  really  wanted.  I’ve  come  to  the  opinion  that  I  will 
never  add  another  bar  to  my  collection  unless  I  up  the  ante  for  what  I  am  willing 
to  pay,  and  that  brings  me  to  this  issue’s  article. 

The  last  months  of  2015  saw  me  break  new  ground  on  my  collection.  I’ve  al¬ 
ways  chased  enameled  bars/rounds  even  when  it  didn’t  make  financial  sense, 
but  there  was  always  that  ceiling  which  I  mentioned  earlier  in  my  column.  I’ve 
shattered  that  ceiling  with  the  first  hyper-bar  I’ve  purchased. 

It  was  an  enameled  ISIC-7.  The  bar  is  listed  in  Archie's  book  as  being  available 
in  plain  or  GP,  but  not  enameled.  After  I  bid  on  this  bar  on-line.  I  knew  there 
was  something  special  about  it.  When  the  bar  arrived,  I  was  like  a  kid  at  Christ¬ 
mas  opening  presents.  I  opened  the  package  and  inspected  it  closely,  and  dare 
I  say,  lovingly.  It  was  gorgeous!  It  was  just  what  I  thought  I  had  purchased  on¬ 
line.  However,  when  I  looked  in  Archie's  book,  I  couldn’t  find  it  listed  anywhere 
I  was  dismayed,  distraught,  and  discouraged  that  it  wasn’t  in  his  books.  Where 
I  thought  I  had  found  a  lost  or  unknown  treasure,  I  discovered  it  wasn’t  even 
listed  as  missing.  I  wrote  a  letter  to  the  dealer  who  is  also  in  Ml.  She  gave  me 
the  scoop  on  how  she  had  obtained  it  and  where  it  was  purchased.  The 
Louisville,  KY  dealer,  that  sold  it  to  her,  told  her  it  was  the  designer's  personal 
bar.  It  had  been  made  as  a  one  of  a  kind  by  the  bar's  artist,  D.  Dow.  Now,  I 
love  a  coin,  bar,  medal,  etc.  with  a  story.  (Once  I  purchased  a  Scottish  medal 
depicting  a  scene  from  the  battle  of  Culloden  just  because  of  the  story  that  went 
with  it.  The  story  behind  the  medal  was  that  the  Scottish  forces  faced  British 
forces  of  superior  numbers  and  were  defeated  and  slaughtered.  The  carnage 
was  so  great,  that  the  ghosts  of  the  Scottish  army  still  haunt  the  scene  of  the 
battle.  To  this  day,  if  one  were  to  visit  the  site,  you  might  be  able  to  hear  the 
cries  of  the  wounded  and  dying,  the  clash  of  the  armor  and  swords,  and  the 
soft  wailing  of  the  bagpipes  more  than  300+  years  after  the  battle  ended.. 
Those  are  the  kind  of  stories  I  enjoy,  however,  I  stray  from  my  topic.)  So,  this 
ISIC-7  is  perhaps  a  unigue  piece.  Now  my  question  to  the  membership  and  all 
that  read  this  article  is  this-is  it  something  special  or  are  there  a  number  of 
these  out  there?  Have  you  ever  seen  one  like  this?  But  wait  before  you  answer, 
there's  more.  This  enameled  piece  looks  like  a  hybrid  of  the  2  original  bars 
listed.  The  enameled  side  is  not  the  domed  enameled  that  SilverTowne  offers, 
so  I  don’t  think  it’s  an  after-market  enameled.  Also,  the  enameled  side  appears 
to  my  aging  eyes  as  being  gold-plated  before  it  was  enameled.  The  lettering 
appears  gold-plated.  The  rest  of  the  bar  is  exquisitely  and  expertly  enameled, 
and  the  details  seem  to  leap  out  at  you,  the  viewer.  I  don’t  have  a  GP  ISIC-7  to 
compare  it  to  I  only  have  the  plain  which  has  a  serial  number.  This  “mystery"

Jim  offered  the  2  oz.  bar  with  all  12 
days  on  one  bar.  Then  I  received  an  email  from  Chris  Geiner  telling  me  his  lat¬ 
est  bars/rounds  were  available.  Since  I  have  been  a  big  fan  of  Chris’s  offerings 
from  day  1 ,  I  purchased  one  of  everything  he  had  to  offer.  Add  in  the  Archie 
Kidd  bar  that  Tony  Crouch  produced  with  the  help  of  Tommy  Granados,  and 
it’s  already  been  a  very  expensive  4  months  from  last  October  until  now.  So, 
how's  your  collecting  going?

(I  am  not  trying  to  downplay  anybody  that  followed,  Future  articles  will  discuss 
them.  I  am  still  discussing  1985). 

Our  2nd  issue  of  the  Silver  Bugle  wa  mailed  May  16,  1985.  For  the  life  of  me 
I  cannot  find  issue  #1 . 


It  was  reported  that  memebership  was  approaching  100  members.  Not  bad 
for  just  a  few  months  in.  Charter  members  would  be  limited  to  125.  It  was 
disappointing  that  members  were  not  taking  advantage  of  the  FREE  Classified 
Ads.  Wow,  this  is  still  true  in  2016.  Full-blown  issues  were  planned  for  April, 
July,  October,  and  January  with  interim  issues  containing  important  news  up¬ 
dates,  advertising  and  member  letters  as  well  as  reminding  the  members  that 
the  officers  and  trustees  are  volunteers.  The  original  application  of  membership 
had  two  categories:  Dealers  $25  and  Collectors  $15.  My  plans  for  the  club 
were  to  have  a  dealer  category.  In  exchange  for  the  extra  dues,  the  dealer 
would  be  listed  as  an  endorsed  silver  art  dealer  with  his  name  and  address  in 
each  Silver  Bugle.  This  was  voted  out  at  our  first  Board  Meeting  in  Las  Vegas. 

Full  page  ads  were  purchased  by  The  Silver  Mine  (Harvey  Chew),  Silver  Bar 
Heaven  (Ed  Lantz),  The  Mint  Show  (Duane  Spellman)  and  Maritime  Mint  (Will 
Rossman). 

Our  first  convention  was  scheduled  for  the  Sahara  Hotel  in  Las  Vegas.  The  room 
rates  were  $42.  The  first  Convention  Silver  issue  was  a  rectangle  featuring  a 
slot  machine  designed  and  produced  by  Will  Wise  of  Crown  Mint  and  hand  de¬ 
livered  by  Bill  to  the  convention.  The  cost  was  $14  or  2  for  $27  postpaid. 

We  had  a  great  banquet  and  a  really  terrific  speaker,  Roosevelt  Fitzgerald,  a  pro¬ 
fessor  at  UNLV.  The  registration  fee  for  the  convention  was  $5  to  help  with  the

cost  of  the  speaker  and  the  banquet  cost  was  $20  per  person. 

The  convention  call  and  schedule  for  the  convention  was  as  follows: 

In  compliance  with  Article  V.  Section  1  of  the  International  Constitution  £  Bylaws.  I  hereby 
issue  the  Official  Call  for  the  1985  Convention  of  the  International  Association  of  Silver 
Bar  Collectors.  Our  first  annual  convention  will  be  held  in  Las  Vegas.  Nevada,  convening 
on  August  2nd  and  continuing  through  August  3rd  and  4th.  1985. 

This  year  Is  convention  will  offer  a  chance  to  meet  fellow  collectors  and  dealers,  a  seminar, 
a  large  bourse,  business  sessions  and  our  Grand  Banquet  where  an  outstanding  speaker 
will  speak  on  Nevada  History  -  A  Humorous  Look. 

It  will  be  my  pleasure  to  join  with  you  as  we  meet  to  take  care  of  the  business  at  hand  and 
to  have  fun  and  fellowship  together.  ..as  well  as  to  search  for  those  silver  bars  and  rounds 
that  we  desire!
